'Prepare For Worst' 
Acheson Warns U. S.

Secretary of State Acheson's decla- 
ration 
that the free world must 


"prepare for the worst" heralds an 
administration drive to speed an 
even greater arms program in both 
the U. S. and western Europe.

that "no one can 
guarantee that war will not come. 


Linked to this immediate danger, 


Acheson pictured the free world aa 
being under dark threat of Soviet 
military power with great "capabi- 
lities 
for conquest and destruc- 


tion." 
The intention of free men, he 
said, is to preserve their institu- 
tions by peaceful -means but histo- 
ry has 'proved that "if we must, we 
will fight for them." 


"Hope for Best" 
"We must hope and strive for the 
best while we prepare 
for 
the 
worst," he declared in a speech de- 
livered from his office to the Na- 
tional Council 
of 
Churches 
of 
Christ in America, 
meeting 
at 


Cleveland, and broadcast by radio 
and television. 
He had canceled 
plans to go to Cleveland because 
of the crisis. 
Acheson himself called for 
the 
arms speedup which appeared to 
be in the making. Declaring that 
the only/test of defense prepara- 
tions is whether they are adequate 
to meet the danger the fre« world 
faces, he said: 
"So measured, the defense 
ef- 


forts of the United States and other 
free nations are inadequate.

Tremendous Expansion Of Atomic Facilities Slated— 
No Quibble Expected From Congress

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30— lff>>— 
The growing war crisis appeared 
today to be pressuring up a tre- 
mendous expansion of atomic faci- 
lities for which congress may 
be 
asked to lay out $1,500.000,000. 


This was Indicated today in ad- 
vance, of a closed meeting of the 
Atomic Energy Commission with 
the senate-house Atomic Energy 
Committee. 
Two Facts Certain 
Earlier congressional reports had 
set at $1,000,0003)00 the 
amount 
, President Truman would ask the 
i present session of congress to pro- 


• vide for atomic bombs and hydro- 
gen weapon development. 
Regardless of the size of the fig- 


ure, two thing? appeared certain: 
first, that an alarmed congress will 
•Provide 
the money and, second, 
that another whopping AEC money 
request will be made to the 
new 
congress which convenes Jan. 3. 
Both the figures mentioned as 
likely request! this year are unof- 


ficial, but there were significant 
signs that mighty and costly devel- 
opments in the atomic-hydrogen 
field were in the offing. These in- 
cluded: 
1. The threat of a new world war 


posed by the entry of the Chinese 
Communists into the North Korean 
fighting termed open aggression 
by the United States. 
H-Bomb Site Chosen 


2. The AEC announcement Tues- 
day that a South Carolina site has 
been selected for new facilities. It 
is expected they will turn out In- 
gredients which can be used 
for 


the super hydrogen bomb, still in 
the development stage so far as Is 
known. The initial cost, for which 
congress 
already 
has 
provided 


funds,, will be $260,000,000. 
3. The prediction-of Rep. Gore 


(D-Tenn) that he anticipates "very 
large supplemental requests" for 
money for an expansion of atomic 
and power facilities to be carried 
on "within the Tennessee Valley 
Authority Distribution Territory." 


On Fund Requests 


4. An unconfirmed report which 


circulated around Capitol Hill on 
Wednesday that the AEG will seek 
funds to build a new atomic plant 
in southeast Kentucky. Rep. Gol- 
den (R-Ky) told reporters he had 
no official Information that 
the 
Kentucky site was under considera- 
tion for an atomic plant. But 
he 
added that a government survey 
was conducted in the area 
last 
summer.

OPEN ATTACK 
ON MARINES 


Pressure Falls 
Off Suddenly On 
Northwest Front 


SEOUL, 
Nov. 
30.— UP)— Eighty 


thousand Chinese Reds on a new 
offensive were reported attacking 
United Nations forces in northeast 
Korea today. A curious lull fell on 
the frozen bloody battlefields In the 
northwest. 


Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond 


told war reporters six to 10 Chinese 
divisions "suddenly confronted" his 
10th corps forces in the northeast. 
Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker's 
Eighth Army in the northwest was 
similarly faced with 200,000 Red 
Chinese at the outset of the Com- 
munist offense last weekend. 


Marines Surrounded. 


American Marines and infantry- 


men around the Changjin reservoir 
were surrounded in Almond's area. 
They were battling fiercely but the 
Marine supply ,route was cut. In- 
telligence officers said probably six 
of the divisions mentioned by Al- 
mond' were in the forward attack- 
Ing force. Some Red tanks were in 
use there. 
In the northwest, AP Correspon- 


dent Hal Boyle reported after aerial 
observation that the last American 
troops protecting the bitter retreat 
of the U. S. Eighth army across' the 
ick Changchon river pulled' back 
safely through flaming Kunu. 
Fighter planes strafed 
Chinese 


moving toward the town. 


American vehicles crunched over 
the frozen brown road westward to- 
ward Anju, coastal communications 
hub, to join other United Nations 
forces retreating to a new and 
sharply constricted line. 
No Movement Noted. 
' An Eighth army spokesman said 
wintry quiet prevailed over most 
of the northwest front throughout 
Thursday. This was confirmed by 
Correspondent Boyle — who 
flying 


low over the front — could spot no 
Chinese movements.

firm steps at this stage of the 
crisis, the assembly still could re- 
cord the majority's condemnation 
of the Chinese Communists. Chief

He told the House 
of Commons such a meeting should 
be held "as soon as suitable oppor- 
tunity presents itself." 


The Conservativu leader said ef- 
forts to bring: such a meeting about 
should be made "while the 
im- 


mense superiority of the U. 
S. 


atomic bomb organization offsets 
Soviet predominance in every oth- 
er military respect." 


Cautions UN 


And, 
he cautioned: 
"The 
United 
Nations 
should 


avoid by every means In their pow- 
er becoming entangled Inextricab- 
ly in a war with China." 


Churchill described the stiffen- 
ing policy of the United States to- 
ward Communism as "the best hope 
for salvation of Christian civiliza- 
tion." He said Britons therefore 
must take care "not to separate 
ourselves 
in action or in under- 


standing or in sympathy In any de- 
gree" from the.United States. 


Hopes for Agreement 


He said he hopes the west 
can 


"come to terms" with the Russians 
before they stockpile 
so 
many 


atom bombs "as to be able to ter- 
rorize the free world, If not, indeed, 
to destroy It." 


Certainly, he said, Russia's atom 


ic bomb stockpiles is growing. 
"It is Impossible 
to 
prophesy 
\yhat they will do or when or how 
they will do it," he continued. "All

Announced American casualties in 
the Korean war rose today to 31,028, 
an increase of 1,032 over a weeW 
ago.

These are casualties about which 


next 
of 
kin 
had 
hen 
notified 


through Nov. 24. Some others may 
have occurred up to that time, but 
were not announced today because 
relatives have not been informed. 


Of the total, 5,407 of the casual- 


ties were deaths. In addition, 3, 
954 were listed by the defense de- 
partment as currently missing. 


The number of non-fatally wound- 


ed was placed at 21.114. 


On Nov. 24 relatives had been 


notified of a total of 4,611 persons 
missing in action. The number 
listed on that date as currently 
missing, howeer, was lower be- 
cause 547 missing persons were re- 
turned to United Nation military 
control, 107 were known to be in 
enemy hands, and four had died. 
In the defense department's tabu- 
laiton, the four who died were in- 
cluded both In the total deaths and 
the total missing. 


Army casualties totaled 26,627, of 


which 4,444 were deaths and 3,751 
were persons currently missing. 


Marine casualties totaled 3,829, In- 


cludling 725 deaths, 3)073 non-fatal- 
ly wounded, and 31 missing. 


Navy casualties number 328, In- 


cluding 50 
deaths. 


Of a total of 244 Air Force casu- 


alties, 90 were deaths.

back down in Korea, and that the 
atom bomb will be used if neces- 
sary to meet the military situation. 


Truman's firm stand and mention 


of the most fearful weapon in the 
world's history came at a news 
conference 
filled 
to overflowing 


by 200 reporters. 


Up To Military. 


The President said that wheth- 
er the bomb was 
used 
was 
up 


to American military leaders in the 
field, but that personally he hoped 
It would not have to be employed. 


This appeared on its face 
to 


mean the decision on dropping tho 
bomb was one for Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, but some two hours 
after the news 
conferenco the 


White House took pains to make It 
clear the final answer had not been, 
left up to MacArthur. 


A White House spokesman, who 


declined to be named, said Tru- 
man's remarks did not mean Mac- 
Arthur himself can order use of 
the bomb. 
He noted that under 
the law all a-bombs are in custody 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and that only the President himself 
can order their use. 


Denounces China Reds. 


Truman was drawn into discus- 


sion of the a-bomb by questions 
from reporters after he had read 
a statement denouncing the Chi- 
nese Communist attacks on UN 
forces in Korea, attributed them to 
Soviet Imperialism, and announced 
that his country will speed up its 
mobilization of troops and arma- 
ments. 


There were Indications later that 
some of Truman's foreign appl!»yv 
advisers Were unhappy that tha 
President had chosen to comment 
on the subject of the a-bomb at thia 
time. 


In the course of its efforts to 


straighten out the impression, gain- 
ed by many reporters, that Mac- 
Arthur had a-bomb authority, the

Congress Members 
Divided Sharply 
On Use Of A-Bomb 


WASHINGTON,

Congress members divided sharp- 
ly todav in their reaction to Presi- 
dent Truman's report that use of 
the atomic bomb against Chinese 
Communists is being considered.

'Special Police Force' 


The Tenth Corps, commanded by 


Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, fre- 
quently is referred to in this thea- 
er as a "special police force." 
In 
effect, MacArthlur has two 


otces fighting in Korea—one label- 
ed as an Army and the other as a 
C!>rps. The co-ordination of these 
orces is not handled In the field 
}Ut from GHQ in Tokyo. 


This sharp separation' of com- 


nand responsibilities in the field 
has been one of the puzzles of the

But three Republi- 
can senators—Wherry of Nebras- 
ka, Bricker of Ohio and McCarthy 
of Wisconsin—accused the Secreta- 
ry of trying to oust Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur as commander of UN 
forces in Korea. 
No Washington Criticism 


In his speech, Acheson did not 


hint nt any criticism of MacArth- 
ur. The three senators gave their 
views In separate interviews. 
It was understood that President 
Truman would shortly confer with 
congressional leaders on new rear- 
mament measures to be taken, In- 
cluding an urgent request for $10,- 
000,000,000 for the armed forces and 
up to $1,500,000,000 for expanded 
atomic production. 
The state department is reported 


to have advised the White House 
that urgent steps toward a greater 
defense mobilization are necessary. 


In his 4,500-word address, Ache- 


son dealt with both the long-range 
dangers posed by Russia and 
the 


Immediate threat of what he term- 
ed the "brazen aggression" of the 
Chinese Reds In Korea. 


Of the Chinese Communists, Ach- 


eson said "this is their hour of de- 
cision" and he declared that they 
stand now "before the bar of the 
judgment of mankind." 


Hopes Abandoned 


According to authoritative infor- 


mation, 
the President, Acheson 


and other administration leaders 
now hold virtualy no hope 
for 


peaceful 
negotiations 
with 
the 


Chinese Communists. The Secreta- 
ry, however, emphasized over and 
over again in his speech that the 
U. S. door Is open for negotiations 
for reasonable agreements 
with 
either the Russians or the Chinese. 


He said that one of the tragedies 


of the Pelping regime's "reckless 
course," if continued, "would be 
that It would spring from no inter- 
est of China or the Chinese people" 


"Will they (the Red Chinese lead- 
ers) represent their own interests, 
or wiil they let themselves be the 
dupes of others" Ache-son asked. 


He then said that "the worldwide 


operation of 
the 
International 


Communist Movement" is showing 
"increasing boldness" and wiling- 
ness to use open aggression 
and 


accept "the deliberate risk of war." 


To deal with this larger threat, 


Acheson outlined a six-point "stra- 
tegy of freedom" which amounted 
to a summary of the foreign policy 
he has long advocated and sought 
to develop. The six points cover, 
he said, "support of the United Na- 
tions, development of regional or- 
ganizations (Hke the Atlantic All- 
ance), the rapid building up of our 
strength in partnership with 
our 


allies, economic c-operation. Read- 
iness to negotiate and a firm ad- 
herence to the fundamental pur- 
poses and principles of our socie- 
ty." 
Not Party Policy 


Acheson described these points 


as constituting- "a national policy, 
not a party policy." He urged that 
no matter how vigorous political 
debate may be "it should be made 
clear to all that our country is uni- 
ted in its determination to hew to 
the strategy of fre&dom which 
is 


our national policy." 
As for measures to deal with the 


current situation In 
Korea, 
the 
Secretary raised questions instead 
of stating answers. He made clear 
that the U. S. intends to 
-work 
through the UN and declared: 


"The UN cannot be intimidated 


by this new challenge to iU auth- 
ority into shaking off its responsi- 
bilities to the people of Korea."

For days there was a gap in the 


UN lines in the area dividing the 
Eighth Army and the Tenth Corps 
For a time this invisible dividing 
line was almost wide open. Neith- 
er the Eighth Army nor the Tenth 
Corps had any sizeable force In this 
area, 


Finally this breach was closed but 


the enemy obviously .knew it was 
a weak spot—/or that was where 
the Reds heavily hit the South Ko- 
rean Second Corps early this week 
and collapsed the defenses. 


Many officers are saying private- 


ly they cannot understand an or- 
anizatlon which keeps the Korean 
field command split down the mid- 
dle.

Truman's remarks were put In 


Indirect quotation, but these were 
the questions and the substance of 
his replies: 


"A reporter asked: 
"Mr. President, will affairs In 


Manchuria depend on action in 
the United Nations?" 
The President replied: Yes, en- 


"In other words, If the United 
Nationst resolution should author- 
ize General MacArthutr to go fur- 
ther than he has, he will?" 
Truman said, we will take what- 


ever steps arc necessary to meet 
the military situation, just as we 
always have. 
"Will that Include the atomic 


bomb?" 
Truman said that Includes every 


weapon that we have. 
"Mr. Truman, you said 'every 


weapon that WE have.' Does that 
mean there is active consideration 
of the use of the atomic bomb?" 
Always Considered. 


The President replied: There has 
always been active consideration 
of its use. He said he didn't want 
to see it used, that Is Is a terrible 


weapon and it should not be used 
on Innocent men, women and chil- 
dren who have nothing to do with 
this military aggression—that hap- 
pens when it's used.

Farm Talk- 
Largest Navarro County Cotton Crop 
In 14 Years Expected For Next Year 


By CLYDE JHOHNSON 


Dally Sun Staff 
Next year's cotton crop will be 
the largest in 14 years for Navarro 
county, local agriculturalists have 
Indicated. 
An increase of possibly 70,000 
acres in cotton for 1951 seems 
Jikelv on the basis of needs an- 
nounced by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


Compared with this year'ii puny 


crop—smallest average in recorded 
history here—the 1951 cotton ac- 
tivity will be over 60 per cent great- 
er.USDA hopes for a 16.6-million 
bales cotton crop in America next 
year. This is the amount needed 
to recover foreign markets and to 
handle 
the 
domestic situation, 


USDA says. 
This "goal" of 16.6-million bales 


is fairly closf- to the 1949 crop. Us- 


ing this as a basil for an estimate 
of Navarro county's "share", in 
supplying' national needs, the local 
1951 cotton acreage will run close 
to that for 194s, or approrlmately 
185,000 acres. This would be the 
largest acreage since 1937, when 
farmers planted 202,000 acres 
in 


cotton. 
With a 1951 acreage of 185,000 to 


190,000, a crop of 75,000 to 80,000 
bales con be expected on the'basis 
of average yields in the county. 
This year's record low cotton 
crop was not because of the 'acre- 
age allotment law, as many would 
believe. Navarro county farmers 
could have planted 141,000 acres. 
That "was the allotment. 
The total '950 acreage, hwever, 


was onlv 120,023.9. This has lust

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Postmaster Urges 
Early Nailing Of 
Christmas Gilts 


There are 21 •hopping days un- 
til Christmas—but there are few- 
er 
days than 
that to get your 
packages mailed and to be assured 
they'll arrive before Santa Claus 
slides down the chimney Dec. 24. 


Postoffice officials pointed out 
that early mailing of packages as- 
gures delivery 
before 
Christmas 
and also 
stated that 
packages 
mailed early aren't so apt to be 
caught in the rush and crush. 


Many heartbreaks, also can be 
avoided by early mailing, Post- 
master G. C.' Hudson said. 


Proper Addressing. 
"It's a Bhame," 
said 
Hudson, 
"how a broken gift can spoil a 
child's Christmas. 
Early mailing 
alone will not prevent this. Prop- 
er packing and porper addressing 
play a big part. 
"It's important," the 
postmas- 
ter said, "that packages be clear- 
ly addressed, properly packed and 
tied, and if wrapped, the address 
of the sender and the receiver 
should also be included on the 
package Inside the wrapping." 
A sorrowful Christmas often can 
be avoided If the addressee's name 
is clearly written on the package. 
Then if the address of the receiv- 
er is missing the postal depart- 
ment men can check back 
to 
see where the package is to be 
delivered. 
Late mailing often-means y°ur 


packages may be tied up in ter- 
minals 
with thousands of other 
percels. Regardless of the efforts 
of the postoffice employes! such 
snarls can't be avoided and many 
packages 
aren't 
delivered until 
after Christmas. 
Also, pile-ups of mail often re- 
sult in poorly packeged gifts be- 
ing crushed or broken. 
Mall Early. 
The postoffice suggests Christ- 
mas gifts for distant points 
be 
mailed by Dec. 2, and to nearby 
points by Dec. 9. Then the pack- 
ages will arrive in plenty of time 
and the "Do Not 
Open 
Until 
Christmas" seals will keep the in- 
quisitive from snooping. 
Christmas cards for out-of-state 
mailing should be sent by Dec. 15, 
and those for local delivery 
at 
least a week in advance of the 
holiday. 
Postoffice patrons also will find 
it convenient if they buy their 
stamps in advance and avoid long 
waits in front of the .stamp win- 
dows. Cardg can then be stamp- 
ed at home and it merely means 
a trip to the postaoffice for mail- 
Ing.Over seas mailing should have 
been completed bv Nov. 15. How- 
ever, packages sent airmail will 
reach most 
foreign spots 
by 
Christmas.

bound together. Etritrea, a 
country 
of 
some 
45,000 


square miles, about the area 
of Pennsylvania or Louisiana, 
is furiously hot along the 
coastal plain, but pleasant in 
the highlands. These afford 
access 
to Ethiopia, 
and 


therefore their ownership is 
of concern to that 
nation. 


The most valuable feature of 
Eritrea is its two harbors, 
Assab and Massawa, the lat- 
ter the finest harbor on the 
Red Sea. 


Politically Eritrea is back- 


ward and undeveloped. Dr. 
T. E. Gonges, a South Afri- 
can delegate to the UN, put 
it, "An independent Etritea 
would be sufficiently imma- 


: ture politically to qualify as 
a perfect 
puppet fon the 


Soviet Union." 


The Moscow proposal for 


independence is expected to 
be shelved. The best solution 


, might be the one on which 
' the UN is working, a federal 
union of Eritrea with Ethio- 
pia. Iraq has suggested an 
Eritrean p o p u l a r vote in 
1953 to see if this would be 
acceptable.

Arm Japanese To Fight In Korea Is 
Suggestion Of Rotary Club Speaker 


If America must fight China, 


then we should at least partly arm 
the Japanese and make them our 
Oriental ally, Cherries W> Capp told 
the Corslcana Rotarlans here Wed- 
nesday. 


Capp, who spent many years in 


Japan as a teacher and who is fa- 
miliar with both Korea and, China, 
spent most of his lecture time here 
Wednesday discussing the history 
and politics of Korea, but his re- 
marks toward the close of his talk 
dealt directly with the .current 
crisis In that country. 


"I can see no alternative, if we 


want their (Japanese) aid," Capp 
said. 
"If Korea falls, Japan will 


be next, and there is a pool of mil- 
lions of trained Japanese available 
to us, if we choose to arm them." 


He advocated aid to Chiang Kai 


Shck, and use of the remaining Chi- 
nese Nationalist troops In the bat- 
tle with Communist China. 


"As I see It, we have only two 


choices: To maintain a large stand- 
ing army in Japan, or to arm them 
to the degree we think is neces- 
sary." 


Capp said that the Japanese have 


hononr ad respect—almost adula- 
tion—for General MacArthur, and 
would certainly join In on the side 
of the Democracies 
if 
given 
a 


chance. 
The Japanese, he said, 


still feel that Korea Is "a dagger 
pointed at Japan." 


The problem here, he pointed out, 


Is just how far we can safely arm 
the Japanese. 


Capp described the Koreans as 
less energetic and intelligent than 


the Japanese. He gave a descrip- 
tion of their history, culture, geog- 
raphy and economy. 
"It looks to me like the third 


World War has already begun," 
Capp closed.

24 Original Owners. 


It was explained that the 24 
original property owners had paid 
approximately $82 each to have 
the sewer line tied into the city's 
sewer system in 1948 
The con- 
tract between the city and prop- 
erty owners was signed May 4. 


The contract provides that for 


five years no connections may be 
made east or'west of the line, un- 
less each connector pays his pro- 
rata share of the original installa- 
tion costs. 
Before Zions' Rest was a cart of 
the city, property owners on 
the 


line were charged $4 per month 
for- sewer privileges. 
When that 
ar/:a - was annexed this amount 
was knocked off. 
Ask Exemption. 
The property owners asked that 
they not bo assessed the 75 cent 
sewer service fee now charged to 
all sewer users. They stated they 
thought they should be exempt 
as this- was their own line.' 
The mayor explained that, when 
the $300,000 sewer bond issue was 
passed a stipulation of the election 
was that every sewer line user 
be required to pay a sewer ser- 
vice fee to help repay the bond 
issue. 


"Many of you folks voted for 
this issue," Braselton said, "and 
there's nothing I or the city can 
do about it. Everyone has to pay 
the 
sewer fee. However, well 
be glad to try and help you get 
your connection problems straight- 
ened out.

CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 30.—Iff)— 
Egypt has recalled its ambassa- 
dor to Greece in protest against 
statements 
attributed 
to 
Queen 
Frederica of 'Greece concerning a 
"high Egyptian personality" which 
appeared last week in Life Mag- 
azine. 


The newspaper Al Misri specu- 
latde that . political circles might 
demand a break in diplomatic re- 
lations within the next two days 
"unless Greece takes a decisive 
step to repair the damage done 
to Egypt's dignity. 


Egypt's . acting foreign minister, 
Ibrahim.-.Farag said Ambassador 
Adly Andrawiis'was due to return 
from Athens by plane to report 
on the Greek attitude toward the 
Life Matrazine story, which he said 
thus far was "not clear." 
Questioned on :the possibility of a 
diplomatic break, Farag said the 
dispute had "not yet reached this 
stage."

Stockard's Talk. 
Habits largely determine behav- 


ior of both children and adults, 
Stockard said to qualify his in- 
troductory remark that the pro- 
gram 
subject, "Are Habits 
the 


Stuff 
of 
Which Behavior Con- 
sists?" should 
b(> 
answered 
af- 


firmatilely. 
He pointed out that there are 


three primary motivating factors 
In behavior: Curiosity, impression- 
reaction and emotional reaction of 
child to home life. 
If the first 
two elements could be controlled, 
said the speaker, it would be a 
simple process for parents to rear 
children whose behavior could be 
predicted. 
Curiosity, inquiry and 


exploration were termed media for 
learning. 
The impression-reaction 


sequence was important, he point- 
ed out, because children are nat- 
ural "copy-cats," tending to follow 
examples of behavior. 
If there is dishonesty in 
the 


home, there will be a correspond- 
ing and proportionate dishonesty 
in the emotional reactions of the 
child, claimed the speaker. And 
if the child lives in an atmos- 
phere of dishonesty and miscon- 
duct, this condition will reflect it- 
self in his emotions, with nervous- 
ness, 
irritability, moodiness and 
erratic eating as manifestations. 
Atmosphere 
Important. 
Just how much adult shouting, 


nagging and fighting a child may 
be exposed to and remain emo- 
tionally sound, depends upon the 
sensitiveness of the 
child itself, 
Stockard stressed, 
adding 
that 


whether a child is friendly and co- 
operative at school depends upon 
his home life and the goals his 
parents have. 
Delinquency, said 
the speaker, stems from parents 
who refuse to be mature. 
He urged upon the parents their 
co-operation in the development of 
proper study habits for the child, 
saying that there is no place in 
the school curriculem 
for 
this 
training. He said a definite place 
to study, one with a degree of 
privacy, and a certain time should 
be set aside for the child, and that 
parents shoujd see that radio and 
conversation are not 
disturbing 
to the child at study. Parents also 
should kno-c' what Is expected of 
the child at school; should visit 
the classroom and should never 
hold up to ridicule school admin- 
istrations or teachers, emphasized 
the young lawyer. 


In closing, Stockard said that 
rearing children presents a num- 
ber of challenges and that the 
child 
reared 
in a well-ordered, 
Christian home has a chance of 
growing up with a well-rounded 
personality and a good set of so- 
cial and moral values.

A 
cynical paragraph recently made 
the rounds of the church press, 
credited to some anonymous "sta- 
tistician" who declares: "Five per 
cent of all church members do not 
exist; 10 per cent of them cannot

work of the church; 75 per cent 
never go to the mid-week ser- 
vice; 90 per cent do not have fam- 
ily worship in their homes; 95 per 
cent never try to win a lost soul 
to Christ." 


A pretty severe indictment; a 


collection of half truths, to be 
sure, but a statement containing 
enough facts to make us all a bit 
crestfallen over our religious pre- 
tensions. 


Christ has not called men to an 
easy life but an her.oic one. 
We

entrusted to us. This stewardship 
is called the stewardship or life. 
We find true happiness onlywnen 
we accept gladly the duties and 
privileges of this great trust.

If you have in your regular em 


ploy . a household worker 
(mal< 


laundress, housekeeper, cook, nurse 
maid, gardener, furnace man, valef 
chauffeur, and the like) you shoul' 
do certain things. 


Send Name Now 
First, send'your name now—or as 


soon as you can—to the collecto 
of internal revenue in your distric 
and tell him you employe a house 
hold worker. 


The easiest way to do this is tc 


visit a post office and pick up a 
small blue booklet entitled "Do You 
Have a Maid?" It contains a post 
card that you can fill out and mail 
This 'puts you on the mailing list 


In the case of married couples 
to it makes no difference whether the 


husband or wife signs up as th 
employer. 


After you get on the mailing list 


you will receive a larger pamphle' 
giving details of the program. 


Next year, at three-month inter 


vals, you send to the collector an 
amount equal to 3 per cent of the 
cash wages you have paid the 
worker during the preceding quar 
ter. 


Can Pay All 


Half of this payment is obtained 
by deducting 1 1-2 per cent from 
the wages every payday, starting in 
January. You provide the other half 
yourself. Or, if you want to, the 
law says you may provide the whole 
3 per cent out of your pocket. 


An example: Suppose you have a 
part-time maid and pay her $15 a 
week. You deduct 11-2 per cent 
each week, or 22 1-2 cents. (To take 
11- per cent of an amount, multi- 
ply it by .015). You add 221-2 cents 
to this. That makes 45 cents a week 
you must pay the government. But 
don't pay it until the end of the 
quarter. 


Snce there are 14 weeks In _ 


quarter, 
your 
quarterly payment 
will be $5.85. 


Your first payment 
must 
be 


made by April 30, for the January- 
February-March quarter. 


Now, as for filling out forms. 
That will be easy. 


If you—or your husband or wife 


—have any busness employees on 
whom you are already filing Social 
Security tax reports, the household 
worker may be simply added to 
those reports. 


Special Household Form 


. Otherwise, you will use a special 
household report form. 


When you- send your postcard to 
t the maillnng list, you should 


indicate which . method you prefer 
to use. 


The houshold report form is a 


dandy. It's in the form of an en- 
velope, There are a 
few 
blank 
spaces to fill out—mainly the work- 
er's name and Social Security num- 
ber, the cash wages paid in the 
quarter, and the amount of tax en- 
closed. 


When you get it filled out, put 


the money in the envelope, seal it, 
mail it. 


Not all household workers will be 


covered by Social Security. You 
send no tax on a worker unless you 
have paid the worker at least $50 
in the quarter, and unless she (or 
he) has worked for you on some

In that same quarter, or 24 days in 
the quarter just before It. That 
means about two days a week. 


Workers Need Numbers 


If you are a household worker, 


your only task is to get a Social Se- 
curity card. 


Chances are you already have 


one, 
because of previous jobs In 


Industry. If so, all you do Is give 
your employer your Social Security 
aumber. lc /ou have no card, you
